the question of becoming a communist. 

The man Yang Ts Foo when questioned stated that he 
was not a communist bot frequented the meetings in 
order to gain information for 2 Japanese detectives 
aoa <. Chinese detectives attached to Special Branch, 
Head quarters, and that one of the Japanese detectives 
Toong Kyi Tsung Yih qc? aE) lived on Woosung Road 
and gave a telephove oumbeF, the latter was called 
but no person knew of the detective. 

The mans also had a letter atidressed to Inspestor 
Fukumoto, Yangtezepoo Police Station and in @iew of 
the fact that the detective could not. be located 
Inspector Fukumoto vas called.
